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It's  sometimes  very  hard 
for  us  to  understand  the 
call  to  be  a  "Soldier  of  the 
Light".  Instructions  fill 
space  on  paper  or  echo 
through  empty  air.  Yet  the 
Father  is  all  around.  While 
His  presence  is  unseen.  His 
voice  jumps  out  at  me 
through  the  beauty  of  His 
creation.  Sometimes  for  me 
to  understand  this  calling,  I 
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must  sit  utterly  quiet  and 
search  for  truth  through 
that  which  speaks  no  words. 
Quiet,  on  a  campus 
where  friends  are  always 
within  shouting  distance,  is 
usually  a  rarity,  but  then 
perhaps  it's  the  non-stop 
"extra-curricular  activities  " 
which  help  us  to  appreciate 
those  quiet  times  that  much 
more. 
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On  occasion,  the  world 
around  us  can  become  sud- 
denly cold.  It  is  then  our 
chore  to  remain  consistent- 
ly warm  and  caring,  urgent 
in  our  desire  to  lift  the  spir- 
its of  those  around  us. 
(Sometimes  unseasonable 
dress  may  help  to  get  one 
"in  the  mood.") 

Perhaps  we  need  to  find  a 
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moment,  an  hour,  or  even 
an  entire  day  when  the 
books  can  be  left  behind. 
the  questions  which  nag  at 
our  quest  for  life  can  be 
shelved,  and  without 
qualms  we  can  lose  our- 
selves in  joyful,  "fellow- 
ship" and  really  cut  loose; 
act  like  a  looney-tune. 
The  need  for  release  can 
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become  overwhelming.  I 
know  Christ  is  within.  I 
know  He  understands  and 
desires  to  help  me  find  that 
place  of  release,  as  it  is  vital 
towards  achieving  peace 
with  Him. 

I  think  that  I  can  find  that 
release  unto  Him  in  all  that 
I  do,  whether  it's  at  work  or 
play,    on    campus    or    off, 
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alone  or  surrounded  by  oth- 
ers. The  easiest  way  for  me 
to  realize  the  life  I  am  called 
to  live  is  to  achieve  an  un- 
derstanding of  practicing 
His  presence.  I  must  always 
be  free  to  lift  my  voice  to 
Him  through  quiet  times  or 
crazy  times,  to  know  that 
He  is  near,  and  to  await  his 
response. 
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Dedication  is  perhaps  the  one  word  which  ade- 
quately describes  Wanda  McMichael's  service  to 
NNC,  where  her  talent  for  detail  is  extremely  impor 
tant.  To  her  family,  she  exemplifies  love,  kindness. 
and  positive  attitudes.  To  her  friends,  she  is  loyal. 
forthright  and  trustworthy.  She  is  characterized  as 
always  displaying  a  cheerful  and  steadfast  dignity. 

This  year  will  be  Mrs.  McMichaels  30th  year  of 
service  to  NNC.  From  I  946- 1  964  she  served  a  total 
of  10  years  in  various  positions  at  NNC.  including 
College  High  teacher.  Summer  School  teacher,  and 
working  in  the  Registrar's  Office.  In  1964  she  be- 
came Associate  Registrar  and  served  in  that  capac- 
ity for  four  years  before  taking  the  head  Registrars 
position.  She  has  remained  in  this  position  for  the 
past  16  years.  Words  could  not  adequately  describe 
all  the  time  and  effort,  especially  behind  the  scenes. 
she  has  put  into  helping  the  students  of  NNC:  espe 
cially  helping  seniors  to  graduate! 

For  her  many  contributions  to  NNC.  we  gratefullv 
dedicate  this  68th  volume  oi  the  Oasis  to  Mrs. 
Wanda  McMichael.
